MONEY RATES HARDENING 


Upward Movement Strengthened by 


Publication of Bank Returns—Stag- 
nation on Stock Exchange Never 


Equaled Before—Shrinkage in

LONDON, Aug. 26.—The American 
gold which has been arriving all week 
has again been the chief factor in gov- 
erning discount rates. These in the 
early part of the week steadily slipped 
back, although they received a tempo- 
rary check from the announcement made 
last Saturday that £1,000,000 in Treas- 
ury bills paid off on the 15th and £1,588, - 
000 maturing on the 30th were to be re- 
placed by the new issue tendered for on 
Friday. The effect of this, however, was 
only momentary, as on Monday further 
large disbursements by the Government 
glutted the market with credit, and rates 
persistently eased until three months’ 
bills could be melted at 3% per cent. 
Toward the end of the week the mar- 
ket began to realize that the end of the 
month was approaching, when, in addi- 
tion to the usual window-dressing 
quirements of the banks, money would 
have to be found for consols and general 
settlements on the Stock Exchange. 
Rates therefore began to creep up again 
by the same minute stages as they had 
gone down, and this upward movement 
was strengthened by the discovery on 
the publication of bank returns that 
Government money had been absorbed in 
repayment of the advances made against 
bullion in transit and that the market 
was poorer by over £900,000 in conse- 
quence of its share of the installment 
due on Exchequer bonds. 
Then came news that the 
again absorbing as much floating credit 
as it could get, and the week closes with 
discount firm at 3%{@3%, with a good 
prospect of hardening still further on 
rumors that an impending Russian loan 
of £15,000,000 may be placed in Paris.
